G.S.R. 454 (E).— In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (f) of sub-section (3) of 
section 9 of the Salary, Allowances and Pension of Members of Parliament Act, 1954 (30 of 
1954), the Joint Committee constituted under sub-section (1) of that section, after 
consultation with the Central Government, hereby makes the following rules further to 
amend the Housing and Telephone Facilities (Members of Parliament) Rules, 1956, the 
same having been approved and confirmed by the Chairman of the Council of States and 
the Speaker of the House of the People, as required under sub-section (4) of the said 
section, namely; - 


1. (1) These rules may be called the Housing and Telephone Facilities (Members of 

Parliament) Amendment Rules, 2000. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In rule 4 of the Housing and Telephone Facilities (Members of Parliament) Rules, 
1956, after sub-rule (4), the following sub-rule shall be inserted namely :- 

“(5) In addition to the exemption in respect of telephone charges 
admissible under the provisions of sub-rule (1) and sub-rule (3), no 
charges shall be payable by a member in respect of the installation 
and rental of one telephone installed, - 

(a) at his office situated at his residence in Delhi or New Delhi; or 
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(b) at his usual place of residence; or 

(c) at a place, selected by him, within his constituency or State; or 

(d) within the State in which he resides for internet connectivity 
purposes; 

and no member shall be liable to make any payment in respect of the 
first fifty thousand local calls from the telephone during a year."

G.s.R. 455 (E).— In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (f) of sub-section (3) of 
section 9 of the Salary, Allowances and Pension of Members of Parliament Act, 1954 (30 of 
1954), the Joint Committee constituted under sub-section (1) of that section, after 
consultation with the Central Government, hereby makes the following rules further to 
amend the Members of Parliament (Office Expense Allowance) Rules, 1988, the same 
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having been approved and confirmed by the Chairman of the Council of States and the 
Speaker of the House of the People, as required under sub-section (4) of the said section, 
namely: - 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Members of Parliament (Office Expense 

Allowance) Amendment Rules, 2000. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In the Members of Parliament (Office Expense Allowance) Rules, 1988, for rule 3, 
the following rule shall be substituted, namely; - 

“3. Amount of Office Expense Allowance. - A Member shall be entitled to 
receive Office Expense Allowance under section 8 of the Act at the rate of 
rupees nine thousand five hundred per mensum, out of which - 

(a) rupees two thousand five hundred should be for meeting expenses 
on stationery item, etc.; and 

(b) rupees one thousand should be for meeting expenses on franking 
of letters, 

and Lok Sabha, Rajya Sabha Secretariat may pay upto rupees six thousand 
to the person(s) as may be engaged by a Member of Parliament for obtaining 
secretariat assistance."

Explanatory Memorandum to the Housing and Telephone 
Facilities (Members of Parliament) (Amendment) Rules, 2000. 

The Minister of Urban Affairs had represented that his Ministry 
is facing inconvenience and problem in non-vacation of bungalows by 
Ex-Ministers and Ex-MPs due to the provisions contained in proviso to 
sub-ruie (1) of Rule 2 of the Housing and Telephone Facilities 
(Members of Parliament) Rules, 1956 insofar as it relates to allotment 
of bungalows by charging Rs.500/- per month as non-entitlement

charges from a Member who is not so entitled. He requested that the 
said provision may be deleted. The Joint Committee considered the 
above issue and recommended the deletion of part (b) of proviso to 
sub-rule (1) of rule 2. 

The Government have proposed that recommendation of the 
Committee should be given prospective effect. It is, therefore, 
proposed to amend the existing Rules accordingly.
